as would give a rgasoable degree of efficiency to the process of ed- 
ucation. 

The Beard has one tiling further to say in regard to its prom- 
ise. It is true that a strict interpretation of its pledge would hold 
it to,a 20 per cent increase. Yet, at the time this pledge was made 
there was propaganda being circulated that the actual construction 
of tiie building would fost much more than the available funds and 
that the ta.% would be raised to complete the constrttction work.
